Sect. 223. 
No person shall, in order to 


aid or promote his own election to a public 
orhce. directly or indirectly, by himself or 
through another person, give, pay, expend 
or contribute, or promise to give, pay, ex- 
pend or contribute, any money or other 
valuable thing, 
except 
for personal ex- 


penses and 
to a political committee as
